SMALL DEBT COURT 
NO POWER TO 
ARREST OR JAIL

A magistrate presid 
debt court does not possess the power 
to cause the arrest of any person for 
non-appearance at this court, nor has 
he the power to punish any person 
for contempt of court, according to 
a judgment handed down by Judge 
W. A. McDonald, of the district 
court Thursday, in the case of Arthur 
E. Clarke, of Calgary, who sued 
Magistrate Norman Plummer of the 
small debt court of this city in a test 
ease for nominal damages, charging 
false arrest, 

Judgment was given in favor of the 
plaintiff Clarke, but no damage was 
assessed, 

Clarke was formerly arrested by 
Hector Marcellus, an of the 
small debt court, following his failure 
to appear in answer to a summons 
issued by Magistrate Fiummer in ac- 
cordance with the arrangement to test 
the procedure, Clarke had previously 
been summoned by a Teal furniture 
company for a small debt of $16, He 
failed to appear,

The magistrate then issued a sum- ¢ 


mons requiring Clarke's attendance 
to give evidence on behalf of the furni- 
ture company, Clarke again failed 
to appear, After*the service of the 
summons, Clarke’s J, K. 
Paul, caused a confession of judgment 
to be served on the magistrate, and 
on behalf of his client consented to 
judgment for claims and costs, 

The magistrate refused to enter 
judgment and on the same date issued 
a warrant for the arrest of Clarke, 
charging him with contempt of court, 
Clarke was arrested — by Constable 
Marcellus and the suit for damages 
followed. The case was heard before 
Judge W. A. McDonald in the district 
court two weeks ago. 

The four salient points brought out 
in the judge’s judgment were: 

Non-attendance on summons is only 
an admission of judgment and not 
contempt of court and the defendant 
consequently cannot be compelled to 
appear. 

A subpoena to the defendant to ap- 
pear as = witness has no more effect

Arrowwood to Blackie to give it an 
western outlet. It is contended that 
the emount of business transacted 
along this line now demands an out- 
let, especially the vast amount of 
grain handled. Beyond Arrowwood 
there is also a great wheat produc- 
ing district that at present is under 
a great handicap in not having better 
transpcrtation facilities, and many 
farmers in this district have long 
hauls to make with their grain which 
now has reached a capacity that makes 
it next to impossible to handle and 


with more and more acreage coming 
under cultivation each year the time 
has arrived when the C.P.R. should 
be induced to complete this road. 

Not only will the towns along the 
road be represented at this meeting 
but other points north and south as 
well as representatives from the Cal- 
gary Board of Trade, 

The Gleichen Board of Trade is al- 
so sending a delegation to attend the 
meeting as it is felt here that it is 
the duty of the people here to assist 
the farmers south of here are obtain-

Experts Say There Is No Danger That 
It Can Be Overdone 

Edmpnton.—That the future of the
